But first and foremost we now are ourselves 
Canadian citizens, and Canada is our primary alleg¬ 
iance. 

Our status, whether as native born or naturalized, 
is much more clear cut than in the past, and should 
impress itself more forcefully upon those who adopt 
this country as their own. Those who take out nat-' 
upon which they tread. They vow loyalty to the 
uralization papers swear their allegiance to the land 
streams, the mountains, the forests and the plains; 
the great cities and the .quiet villages which they 
have come to know and love as Canada. They swear 
to stand by fellow citizens of Canada, the people* 
who live in the teeming centres and remote solitudes. 
EDITOR This is their country. These are their people, now 
r... . - and henceforward in peace and in war. 

The ceremony of entering into Canadian citizen¬ 
ship can be made an impressive and dignified event, 
and it is planned in the future to impress more deep¬ 
ly upon the foreign-born applicant, the responsibili¬ 
ties which he is undertaking and the privileges to 
which he is entitled. During the current’ week, the 
new Act is memorialized all over Canada with spec¬ 
ial ceremonies marking the new step in the progress 
toward real nationhood. 

The new Act has important meaning for' women. 
Formerly women applying for citizenship were in 
the same category as minors or insane persons. Un¬ 
der the new Act they have control of their own na¬ 
tional status. When' a Canadian woman marries an 
alien, she no longer automatically changes her na¬ 
tionality. She retains her Canadian citizenship ti’l 
^she voluntarily and formally relinquishes it. A wo¬ 
man who marries a Canadian citizen may, hereafter- 
obtain citizenship after one year’s residence, but 
those who were admitted to Canada before January 
I become Canadian citizens automatically. An al'en 
wife does not become a Canadian because her hus¬ 
band .has been naturalized. She must apply separ¬ 
ately and receive her own certificate as a Canadian.

AN January 1 all native Canadians and British sub- 
jects in Canada were bom to a new status; that 
of Canadian citizenship. Millions of -people in Can¬ 
ada, who heretofore had been described officially as 
of Irish, Scottish, Scandinavian or other origin, be¬ 
came full-fledged Canadian citizens overnight. For 
several decades census takers have run into difficul¬ 
ty on this question of nationality. Many Canadians, 
who are generations removed from any land but 
Canada, have protested vigorously against digging 
back 100 years or more into the past, to give them¬ 
selves a national background. They have been 
staunchly declaring themselves to be Canadians and 
nothing else. Perhaps this element of our citizen¬ 
ship will be the most gratified that the long overdue 
Canadian Citizenship Act has become law. 

It is gratifying also to feel that we are at last 
differentiated from other British subjects all over 
the world. We share the classification of “British 
subject” along with scores of other races in the 
Commonwealth of Nations; with black, yellow and

Crop Improvement Associations 

The Manitoba, Saskatchewan, ami 
Alberta Crop Improvement Associ¬ 
ations were organized to serve as 
provincial marketing agencies for 
lhe growers of Registered and Certi¬ 
fied seed. In. each province they 
are sponsored and directed b\ 
officials of seed growers’ organiza¬ 
tions, universities, Dominion and 
Provincial governments, and grain 
companies. 

Object. The main object of these 
Associations is to facilitate lhe 
wider use of Registered and Certi¬ 
fied seed of farm crops. This is 
accomplished by: (1) Establishing 
a fair and reasonable price to the 
glower and purchaser. (2) Enlist¬ 
ing the services of country elevator 
agents as salesmen. (3) Creating 
a wider demand for good seed. 
14) Locating and maintaining ade¬ 
quate seed stocks to meet the 
demand. (5) Developing, if neces¬ 
sary, an export market for the 
disposal of surplus stocks. 

‘ Operation. Crop Improvement 
Associations operate in a simple and 
direct manner. They buy and owi 
no seed but simply serve as t> 
medium through which aeed is 
moved from the seed grower to 
farmer through the elevator agon. 
All the farmer has to do is to plan 
his order for Registered or Certifies 
seed with his local elevator agent 
who forwards it to his Head Office 
of to the-Secretary of the provincial 
Association. The order is thcr. 
directed to the seed grower who 
ships the aeed to the elevator agent 
for delivery to the farmer. This 
service is provided by elevator com¬ 
panies and provincial Departments 
of Agriculture at their own expense 

Line Elevator agents in all thre< 
provinces are fully authorized dis¬ 
tributors of Registered and Certified 
seed for provincial crop improve¬ 
ment associations. It is anticipated 
that the demand for Registered and 
Certified stocks of cereal aeeds, par¬ 
ticularly of some of the newer 
varieties, will be heavy this year. 
Conaequently, Line Elevator agent* 
can render a valuable aervice to 
their fanner customers by encourag¬ 
ing them to place their orders a, 
soon aa poeaible.

Manitoba —In 1946, the percent¬ 
age of the total barley acreage 
occupied by the officially recom¬ 
mended varieties was as follows: 
Plush. 27.2; O.A.C. 21, 26.7; San- 
alta, 12.6; Wisconsin 38, 9.3; and 
Mensttry, 6.1 per cent. Garten* 
occupied 11.3 per cent of the 
acreage. The following varieties of 
feed barley are recommended for 
Manitoba in 1947: Sanalta, Plush, 
W isconsin 38, and Cartons (for late 
sowing only). Montcalm, O.A.C. 
21, and Mensury (Ottawa 60) are 
the recommended varieties of malt¬ 
ing barley. 

Saskatchewan —O.A.C. 21 is tit 
most - popular barley variety in 
Saskatchewan. In 1946 it occupied 
26.1 per cent of the total acreage 
The remainder of the barley acre¬ 
age was occupied as follows (1945 
figures in brackets): Plush, 17.Q per 
cent (13.8); Prospect, 13.9 per cent 

(12.7) ; Haanchen, 12.9 per gent 

(13.7) ; Regal, 6.8 per cent (9.2); 
Rex, 6 3 per cent (7.4); and Newal 
2.3 per cent (0.9). Trebi, a variet\ 
lacking official approval in 1946, 
occupied 73 per cent (9.1) of the 
acreage. The varieties Montcalm, 
Titan, and Warrior were also recom¬ 
mended for Saskatchewan in 1946 

■Alberta — In 1946, OA.C. 21 
occupied 29.4' per cent of the total 
barley acreage; Newal, 27.7 per 
cent; Trebi, 18.4 per cent; OUi, 
13.0 per cent and Sanalta, 3.1 per 
cent. In general, this distribution 
of barley varieties was similar to 
that of if>45. Little change, there¬ 
fore, ran be expected in 1947. 

9.1 Note of Importance —All farm¬ 
ers and Line Elevator agents should 
consult with their local Agricultural 
Representative'concerning the varie¬ 
ties off’barley that are officially 
recommended for thsir particular 
district in 1947.

At the Dec. 18 meeting of the 
Foothills Health district, the ques¬ 
tion of increased finances came up 
for discussion. J. H. Sutherland, 
who had gone to Edmonton as rep¬ 
resentative of this district to dis¬ 
cuss a new salary schedule, gave 
his report. A copy of the new pro¬ 
posed schedule was presented to 
the meeting, and it was explained 
that before this schedule could go 
into effect, the local tax collecting 
authorities would have to approve 
the increase in local taxation from 
$7000 to $8000 per annum.
